SINGAPORE PRECAUTIONS. 


Thorough Search ‘of Ships, 


Following tho recnt piracy of 
tho s.8 Hong Hwg on ita way up 
from Singaporo, the authoritios of 
tho southorn Colony aro, appar- 
ontly, dotormined to take no 
further risks, According to tho 
story told by officers of the as, 
Hosang, which arrived in port 
horo this morning, very drastic 
and comprehonsive searches aro 
now being mado on all coastal 
boata loaving trom Singaporo: for 
the North. 


A Telegraph roprosontative was 
informod that just before the sa.

200 police appeared on tho wharf. 
An armed guard was posted 
all round ‘tho vesral and 
overy pattongor ‘was mado to 
collect his luggage and disom- 
bark into the godowna alongsido. 
When evorybody waa off ship, 
tho versel was given a thorough 
search from stom to atern, Pas- 
sengers woro thon allowed on 
board again, ono at a time, the 
porsonal offects and clothing of 
ovory ono being examined. Thoro 
wero about 200 passengers alto- 
gothor and tho polico oporations 
took about two hours, for which 
length of timo the vessol's do-

OVERCROWDED FERRY. 

_. LAUNCH. 
COXSWAIN HEAVILY | 
FINED, ‘

Tho coxswain of ona of tho 
Hongkong-Yaumati forry boats 
was charged at tho Marine Court 
this morning with carrying 148 
Passongors in oxcess of tho 
number allowed by the launch’s 
Heence. : 

Mr. HW. L. Donnys appoared for 
the defonce and ploaded not 
guilty. 

Tne case, as presonted by the 
police, showed that the lnunch 
was stopped soon after loaving 
tho wharf by a polico boat and 
boarded by Sergoont Bradroll 
and a Chinoso coxswain., Tho 
passongera wore counted and 
it was obvious that thore woro a 
groat numbor in oxcoss‘on board. 
They wero again counted when 
tho launch tied up and tho pass- 
ongers wero landing. 

Ono of the Yaumati Forry 
Company's clorks said that ho 
was on duty solling tiekots for 
tho launch. in question and ho 
issued 235. He had had instruc. 
tions that he could soll up to 240, 
but he always allowod a. little 
margir. Tho boat was allowed 
to carry 256 and the crow number- 
od about fourteon. 

The coxawain said that tho boat 
was estopped for threo or ‘four 
minutes only. In his opinion, the 
launch was not ovorcrowded. The 
Rorgoant counted tho passongors 
as thoy landed at tho ond of the 
journey. They loft tho boat in 
fives and sixes, 

Mr. Dennya anid it was tho duty 
of the prosecution to lay thoir 
case cloarly and to support it by 
svidenco which was not hopoless- 
ly contradictory. It war thoirduty, 
to tnko tho groatost cara in bring- 
ing cases of that description 
and thero was no reason why it 
could not have boon dono in that 
caso. It was a busy timo of tho 
yoar and sorious inconvonionca 
was oauned by the stopping of the 
ferry, Whon it had beon stoppad 
no adequate ateps wore taken to 
secure anything like accuracy. 
Evon o8 regards tho time, the 
European officer anid the forry 
was sto pad for ton minutes; the 
Chineso said it was stopped for 
25 minutes, : 

Tho Hurbour Master said ho 
agroed witb all Mr. Donnya had 
said with regard to tho presonta- 
tion of tho case ; at the samo time 
it was obvious that there was a 
heavy overcrowding.

A KONGMOON OUTRAGE. 


‘BLOCK OF HOUSES 
SURROUNDED. 


_ At one o'clock on tho ‘morning 
of Chinese Now Year's Daya 
robbery outrage was oarrlod out 
at Pak Kai, the harbour of Kong- 
moon, by mon belioved to bo 
pirates. Tho . gang, which 
numbored 36 mon, crossed ovor 
from Chu Lin to Pak Kai in 
sfampana.

Somo of thom also carriod riflos, 
and those who did not carry 
rifles brought with them slender 
but strong bamboo ladders, which 
they left behind after their 
depredations wore comploted. 

‘Gotting ashore, _tho robbers 
surrounded a group of buildings 
belonging to tho leading landlord 
and building contractor of Pak 
Kai, about ten houses in all, and 
quito closo to the offices of tho 
Chinese Maritimo Customs. They 
raise’ thoir ladders against tho 
houses and onterad most, of them 
through the windows of tho first, 
floots by breaking the iron bars 
of tho windows. Sointenso woro 
tho flares of their many torches 
that tho residontea of Pak Kai~ 
just aroused from their sleep—at 
firet beliovod that a big firo had 
broken out. Tho sound of re- 
volver and rifle firing, howovor, 
soon mado thom realiao what was 
really happoniny. 

Tho robbers, who woro making 
a thorough house-to-houscsoarch 
for the eldest son of the contrac- 
tor, who is esid to be the richest 
man living at Pak Kai, finally 
located him and carried him off 
to bo-hold for ransom..

Dr. Maxwell at the outset re- 
marked thnt although he had only 
2b years perronnal experience to 
spenk from, hin family connection 
with the country went back sixty 
years, for it was In 18G-4 that his 
Tnther came out to Formosa na a 
medical missionary. “In those 
daya getting to Chinn was a alx 
months voyage in a sailing barque 
round the Cape. . : 

Denling with the personnel 0 
the medicnl> missions of enrly 
years the lecturer mentioned Dr. 
Livingstone, Dr. Morrison and 
the Rev. Peter Parker., The lotter 
was the earliest medical misston- 
ary in the full sense of the ‘term 
and in 1834 he established the 
Canton Hospital, which now’ had 
the wonderful record of 90 years 
uninterrupted service and was 

rstill one of the largest nnd most 
influential in China. — From this 
single hospital ‘had grown the 
great number of $00 hospitals 
that were now sprend over the 
country.. In the later half of the 
century they were dealing with, 
he said there were the names of 
notable women ploneers, among, 
them Dr, Snieder. who had the 
Aistinetion of removing success- 
fully the biggest tumour recorded, 


China’s Medical Science. 


There hud been a medical 

acience In China for a long time 
among the intelligentsia but had 
for many years been on the de- 
cline, The belief in those years 
was that all [Jlnesses were of 
spirit influence and that the vice 
tims were possesscd of demonr, 
The people sought temples and 
there arose a number of sooth- 
sayers whose duty it was to diag: 
nose and preseribe for the 
patients, but questions were out 
of order. In comequénce these 
men had to be quick witted falk. 
The method he had heard of in one 
case was Where the soothsayer 
sent ahead of him a runner to an- 
nownce his comings and whose duty 
it was find out all he could about 
the enxse and to inform his master 
necordingly, The lecturer gave 
instances of  predicaments from 
which these people extricated 
themselves when in a rathor tight 
corner, : 
Spuakings oof — how Wortern 
lence was received i Ching Dr. 
Maxwell said while | the poorer 
people aceupted it and those who 
came to do, them grood, the ruling 
classes resisted and he related 
how his father’s House was fern 
Hawn and how he barely -eseaped 
with his life because he refused 
to esaxe the work he had begun 
among. the people, 

Continuing he spoke of the 
tremendous progress that medical 
selence had made in the past cen- 
tury particwlarly during the last 
four deeades, and its effect on 
China. Tn xo doing he spoke of 
the sterling work of Dr, Cousland 
in rendering into Chinese idiom 
all medical terms whieh had form. 
ed the basis for teaching of medi- 
cine to the Chinese and for which 
work the Hongkong University 
had justly honoured “him. (Ap- 
plause), fis work had enabled 
staunded works to be translated 
inte Chinese, Students were now 
being turned out of the medical 
sehools in China comparable with 
the best that came from the west 
Dut the demand was still greater 
than the supply. 

At the conclusion Dr, Maxwell 
paid great tribute to the work that 
had been done by nurses in China, 
It was not many years ago there 
was no sick nursing in'China and

Professor Hinton explained 
how-moat states were founded on 
piratical operations which = in 
reality were the ethics of business 
na we understand them to-day, Piety 
and piracy was often mingsed in 
that the piratieal comniunities 
were quite frequently within 
themselves law abiding and did 
not shed Wilood unless such 
course was necessary in the pur- 
suit of business, 

Quite a number of Britain’s most | 
famous men were in strict truth 
pirates, Drake, Hawkins, Dnm- 
pier. and many others. Captain 
Kidd on the other hand was not 
a pirate but a privateor. Then 
followed « aclection of the ¢x- 
ploita of some of the more cele- 
brated of them. . 

At the conclusion of the speech 
the Revd, Norman Peel called for , 
a vote of thanks to Professor Hin- 
tan which was enthusiastically ac- 
corded.

Tho 
three dopartmoents .of Christinn 
missionnry offort in China— 
evangolirtic, medical and oduca- 
tionnl—had, Dr. Wallace said,

4 In’ tho 
days of pioneer effort, the attempt 
was modo to renck individuals ono 
by one asthey could bo persunded 
to appronch. Then came a poriod 
when great crowds wero drawn to 
tho missionary by one cnyse or 
another, and the-tosk was not ono 
of attracting but of keeping up 
with tho demands of the crowds. 
Rut crowds came and want, new 
marses of people flonted in and out 
of chapel, dispensary and school 
and few romained, until thero 
grew the conviction that foreign 
missionaries could never aver. 
tako the problem of — bringing 
Chinn to na knowledgo of the 
abundant life in Christ. That was 
n mattor not of years hut of 
decades, it might be of centurics, 
and it was a task not for a few 
Westerners but for the ever-growing 
Christian Chureh, They were nuw 
entering on a further stage of 
development, he believed, in which 
the three departments of Christian 
effort were coming ta believe that 
each could best achieve its purpose 
by eco operating with the others, 
At first all three started with the 
xamo purpose of preaching the good 
nows of God, but as each developed 
there camo at times a sense of 
geparalion, almost of — rivalry, 
lending not iafrequently to mis- 
understandings. School men were 
charged with too much interest in 
subjeets, even in seealar subjects: 
doctors with spending: toa much 
time in patching up aerelicts; 
evangelists with foo much emphasis 
on ‘souls’ and not enough on 
salvation. That period, that were 
vlad to see pass away. They 
ronlished that they could only 
auceced by each bringing hia skill 
and his devotion to the accomplish. 
ment of the common purpose and 
each mutually aiding the ather. 


The Contribution. 


Dr. Wallaco went on to deal io 
somo detail with the recommenda. 
tions of the Conference on School 
Health, which met at Shanghai 
last month. It .was agreed, ho 
anid, that’ the School was finally 
responsible for the well being of the 
studenta they accepted. Tho final 
revponsibility for unbygienie con- 
ditions and continued bad health 
rested upon the members of the 
misgyious that tolerated them. The 
largest contribution the mission. 
aries could make to the Chinese 
poople was tho building up of a 
strong Christian community, and 
especinlly the eveuring of trained 
Chineso lendership for it, knowing 
that that Chriatiai community 
must bo finally responsible fir 
tha rent task of — ovnngelia- 
ing Chinon, In the field of 
medicine, nas in other fielda, the 
Christinn doctors and nureer and 
technicians of the future would 
come chiefly from the Christian, 
schools and ‘eollegea of to-day. 
Whatever was dono to bring vividly 
before the eyes uf the students the 
advantages of modern medivine 
and the opportunities that it 
provided for unselfish, patrictic 
wervice, would prove to be tho best 
mothod of attracting young men 
and women into medicine and 
their life work.

Ono rosult of their labours was tho 
avcuring of the goodwill of n number 
of prominent personage, which re- 
sulted in thoappuintment uf a com- 
mirsion by tho Shanghal Municipal 
Council to report on child Inbour 
Dr. Mnitland drew attention to the 
very bad conditions ‘under which 
the induatrist workera of Chinon 
Inboured, pointing out that theirl | 
huura were so long that thero was 
no opportunity for exorcise; holi- 
daya wero bcares, and, ina large 
nurtaber of cases, they both ate and 
slept in the workroom amid tbe 
tools and debria. Tho handicraft 
apprentico was harshly trented in o 
good many cases by bis master, 


Modern induatry had entered the 
factories in mapy of the citica off, 
China, and the problems of modern 
industry wero important rather in 
ther potential aspects than in} 
thoir present aspects. There wero 
on fow factorics in the port cities 
where, from reasons of humanity or 
na denire for fair reputation 
ce where the employers © con- 
sidcred that by studying tho 
health of their workers b-tuet work 
wan produced, where improved con- 
ditions existed. Unfortunately there 
were but few exceptions, and they 
wero foreign firms of repute or 
Chinese firme which, from high 
probity or business acumen and 
Imowledge of the West, bad 
established for themselves more or 
less 8 monopoly. His impression 
was that ak more and more people 
beeame accustomed to working in 
fnctories, there might ba o 
retrogression tather than an ini 
provement in these caxcs. 


Common Conditions. 


Coming to more common condi- 
tions, Dr. Maitland spoke of the 
long hours in which children 
were employed—twelve and even 
fourteen) hours, with, in 
eases, no rest on Sundays 
little or no thought piven to their 
welfare, In a targe number of 
enses the manager did not know 
how many peaplo were working 
under him, Many of them were 
employed by sub-contrnetora, with 
posabilities they could imagine. 
The atmosphere wax foul, stagnant 
and humid. 

Dr. Maitland regretted thnt tho 
Shanghai Commission could not 
see their way to advocate the 
abolition of night work amoung 
women and children, The aboli- 
tion of night “work among 
women and children, was, bo 
pointed out, the first subject taken 
up by Western nations, Tens of 
thousnuds of ch.Idren were employ- 
ed in mills and factories in Shang- 
hai and the neighbourhood and a 
twelve hour shift wae common. 
Although, in his judgment, things 
were pot so bad in China ns they 
were in the earlier yenrs of deva- 
lopment’ of Western © countries, 
thero did oxist a great mass of evil 
as appertaining to insunitation of 
buildings, employment of young 
children) ond certain important 
socin}] matters which accompanied 
modern industry. For instance, 
housing was certninly a mattor 
which ought to bo looked into. 
Rural housing was bad'enough, but 
ho suspected that urban wan far 
worse. There was tho strain of 
keeping paco with a machino, 
rather thad in doing things in their 
own time. 2 

Dr. Maitland went on to urge 
all missionary doctors to take an 
interost ia favtory ‘conditions in 
their respective districts und to do 
everything possiblo with a view to 
bringing about an improvement.
